proposed plaza’s advantages

There was very little discus- 
sion about the proposed plaza 
for the northwest corner of 
Highways 7 and 62 ai last 
Tuesday's regular Madoc 
village council meeting by 
council members except that a 
developer’s agreement is 
currently being formalized 
between the village and deve- 
loper’s of the new plaza, 
DGNN Developments Inc. 

It was also noted that village 
consultants, Totten Sims 
Hubicki,  -had recently 
completed a survey of the 
village’s municipal water 
services and had confirmed 
that the village will indeed be 
able to supply the plaza with 
the water needed to get the 
plaza built. The developer is to 
absorb this cost and not village 
taxpayers. 

Rumours of the village 
having enough water to supply 
the proposed plaza was first 
reported in the Madoc Review 
January 9th and last week’s 
edition of the Review reported 
the fact that the Hastings 
County Planning Advisory 
Committee had passed the 
rezoning of plaza lands from 
‘industrial’ to ‘commercial’. 

In the ‘Amendment 229 to the 
Official Plan’ of the lands that 
was received by village staff 
January 22nd, three para- 
graphs from the appendix ‘B’ 
of this plan reads as follows; 
“The site of the northwest 
‘corner of Provincial Highways 
7 and 62 will have the advan- 
tage of attracting both a local 
and regional clientele and the 
travelling public. It may also 
attract more customers to the 
main area of the commercial 
core of the Village of Madoc 
centred generally around the 
intersection of Durham and St. 
Lawrence Streets.” 


“The Village has a linear 
form of commercial area 


which has spread north along 


ee: 


Russell Street. The proposed 
development will form a north- 
erly anchor at the Village 
boundary.” 

“As the amendment will 
permit development which will 
attract a more diverse clien- 
tele to the Village of Madoc 
and thereby strengthen the 
commercial base in conformi- 
ty with the Village’s ‘Commun- 
ity Improvement’ policies, the 
Hastings County Planning 
Advisory Committee has 
recommended its pak eter 

With this amendment in 
hand and the consultant's 
report on the confirmation of 
extending the village’s munici- 
pa water services to the plaza, 

adoc village council then 
forwarded their own letter to 
the Ministry of Environment 
(MOE). Plaza developers are 
now awaiting final word from 
the MOE. The letter read: 

“We are writing this letter 
(directed by Reeve Deline) to 
ask for your support of the 
Village’s request for approval 
tor the Municipal water supply 
to the proposed plaza at the 
interesection of Highways 7 
and 62 in the Village of Madoc. 
(The proposal is to be funded 
entirely by the Developer. ) 

As was provided at the meet- 
ing held this date, the hydrolo- 
gy report confirms that our 
water supply exceeds the 
water demand and, therefore, 
we are able to provide the 
plaza water needs. 

Your support of this venture 
is of the utmost importance to 
ensure that the plaza is built 
and so that we may expand our 
commercial tax base and 
provide much needed local 
employment opportunities. If 
we can be of any assistance in 
this matter please contact the 
undersigned.” 

The letter was initialled by 
village Clerk-Treasurer, Doug 
Parks.

Reeve Deline reiterated that 


Arena Board looking 
at arena expansion

At the first regular meeting 
of Madoc village council for 
1991 last Tuesday night (Jan. 
29) at the village’s council 
chambers, council passed a 
motion that they would 
approve the principal idea of 
an addition to Madoc’s arena. 

The addition being mulled 
around by aréna_ board 
members and area council’s 
would see either a second 
storey being added to the main 
foyer of the arena or a one floor 
addition being constructed to 
the side of the arena. 

At last Tuesday's council 
meeting council was only 
asked by the arena board to 
either support or not support 
the “principal idea”. 

Council's only concern was 
how the money was going to be 
raised to fund the project. 
According to the minutes of the 
January 22nd arena board 


meeting, members voiced 
their concern about tourna- 
ments ‘at the arena and the 
lack of an enclosed sitting area 
at the Madoc arena. 

Marmora’s new = arena, 
which officially opens Febru- 
ary 17th, is equipped with an 
upper level and windows that 
start at the floor for event 
viewing. Marmora Herald 
reporter, John McPhee, told 
the Madoc Review that the 
enclosed heated upper level 
was put in place ‘‘with seniors 
in mind’’. The village of Tweed 
also has a _ second level 
open with windows and an 
additional seating area. 

For now the arena board is 
just looking for support from 
area municipal councils. 
Huntingdon Township, which 
has a 20% interest in the 
Madoc arena, has said they 
will not be supporting the 
venture.

Council members suggested 
the MBA prepare a proposal

Reeve Deline reiterated 
council's support for the MBA 
by telling the attending 
representatives the MBA has 
been identified in the village's 
liability policy. 

What it basically comes 
down to (when working 
together) said Reeve Deline, is 
the ‘‘dollar issue’’. Reeve 
Deline indicated it will probab- 
ly cost an extra $70,000 to have 
the Seymour Street bridge 
finished up in the spring. He 
also added that a parking 
study commissioned by the 
village last summer had not 


- been completed and this would 


have to be finalized. However 
the Reeve recognized the fact 
that the parking study would, 
even when finalized, probably 
show a parking deficiency in 
the downtown core. 

Before leaving the council 
chambers last Tuesday night, 
MBA president Richard Chap- 
man and director Tim Curry 
suggested the MBA would have 
a proposal ready for the 
village’s preliminary budget 
meeting in March.

Message to Employers

New labour law now entitles mothers and fathers of new-born and newly 
adopted children to parental leave. This leave can be up to 18 weeks long. 
To qualify. employees must have been with the same employer for at least 


13 weeks. 


Parental leave can be taken in addition to 17 weeks pregnancy leave. The . 
qualifying employment period for pregnancy leave has been reduced and is now 


13 weeks before the expected birth date. 


While the employer is not required to pay the employee during parental or 
pregnancy leave, the new law requires that the employee's seniority and 
certain benefits continue during these leaves. The employee has the right to 
return to his or her job and to be paid at least the same wage as was earned 


before leave began.

Ministry to conduct 
aerial angler survey 


Angling activities on 58 
inland lakes in fishing divi- 
sions 9, 10 and 29 will be 
surveyed from the air again 
this winter by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources.

The increasing popularity of 
game farming in Ontario poses 
one of the most serious threats 
ever to the provincial wildlife. 
says the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters. is 

Referring to a recent inct- 
dent on a game farm near 
Sundridge, the OFAH_ is 
demanding that the province 
enact legislation to abolish 
certain kinds of ! game 
operations. 

In October of last. year, 

overnment officials ‘were 
orced to slaughter a 600-head 
game herd near Sundridge 
after it became infected with 
bovine tuberculosis. The 
disease was carried by several 
imported Eurasian animals 
that were all confined and 
mixed with domestic species: 

Elk, deer, wild boar, ‘a 
cougar, a Siberian tiger-even 
the family cats and dogs had to 
be killed. 

“This is not an isolated inci- 
dent,"’ the OFAH spokesperson 
stated in letters to Ontario's 
minister of natural resources. 
“The horror of Sundridge is 
symbolic of the imminent 
threat facing Ontario's indi- 

enous wildlife if the game 

arming or ungulate (hoofed) 
species is not immediately 


stopped.”’ 

Foreign disease, unnatural 
competition and commerciali- 
zation caused o ungulate 
game farming will inevitably 
create a biological erisis, the 
letter states. 

The letter also indicated: 

* Studies show that species 
such as Ontario’s white-tailed 
deer are particularly suscepti- 
ble to imported diseases such 
as bovine tuberculosis. Their 
wide-ranging habits, combined 


with seasonal congregation, 


will spread exotic diseases 
through their ranks like: wild- 
fire when inevitable exposures 
occur. 

* When farm game escape, 
they mix with indigenous 
species, irreversibly changing 
the course of natural evolution. 
This ‘‘genetic pollution” 
serves up one of the most 
devastating threats posed to 
wildlife in Ontario ever. 

* Inevitably, all Ontario 
wildlife and their habitat will 
become commercialized. 
Poachin is increasing 


. because the sale of game wide- 


ns a market for other. things, 
such as antler velvet; a hugely- 
profitable commodity. in Orien- 
tal markets.

Currently, in Ontario alone, 
there is about 2400 kilometres 
of lines subject to such fate. 

This presents a ‘‘once in a 
lifetime opportunity” for an 
extensive trails network 
throughout Ontario and Cana- 
da. Such a corridor of land, 
traversing the country offers 
vast potential to the public 
good. This option of an alterna- 
tive and sustainable mode of 
transportation in a healthier 
environment without the 
threat of cars, trucks or buses 
is truly a powerful idea whose 
time has come. 

In the Peterborough area, 
the following sections of rail 
lines have had the track lifted 
and are in the final stages of 
the abandonment process by 
C.N. Railway: 


* Campbellford through Hast- 
ings to Peterborough. 
* Peterborough 
Omemee to Lindsay. 
* Peterborough through Trent 
University to Lakefield.

The future ownership and 
use of these various rail line 
sections are still very much 
subject to public and political 
wils and winds. A provincial 
inter-ministerial committee is 
due to report soon on the 


direction the Ontario govern- 
ment may take regarding 
acquisition of such rail lines 
and their pte: use. 

Although there is reason for 
optimism regarding aban- 
doned. rail line conversion to 
public user recreational trails 
in the Peterborough area, the 
future of these trails os far 
from secure. ,

ty as options! Over the 

ast three years, Kawartha 

ail-Trail — an organization of 
concerned citizens - have dedi- 


. cated themselves to: 


(1) the preservation, as public 
right-of-way, of the abandoned 
rail lines within the Kawart- 
ha’s for both heritage and 
recreation; 

(2)-Creation of a climate where 
anyone can enjoy these lines 
while preserving the natural 
environment. 

(3) Working with elected 
an appointed officials of feder- 
al, provincial and municipal 
governments, together . with 
their agencies to achieve these 
goals; 


The very legitimate 
concerns of the private land- 
owners whose property abuts 
such lines regarding noise, 
litter and acts of trespassing 
surely are capable of being 
resolved - to all the parties 
satisfaction — igieromie the 
significant role these lands 
could play in our progression 
to a sustainable and healthier’ 
future. °

It's been said that the first 
casualty of war is truth. We 
hear that U.N: forces are fight- 
ing Saddam. In fact. unlike 
Korea there are no UN 
soldiers or U.N. generals 
involved in the Gulf war. The 
U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion simply authorizes 
member states to use whatev- 
er means.are necessary to get 
Saddam out of Kuwait.

Only 9 
are actually now attacking 
Iraq. Not China, the Soviet 
Union, Germany or Japan. Not 
the majority of European 
nations... most of whom rely 
far more than the U.S. on 
middle east oil = 

We hear Saddam is a 
monster. We do not hear that 
his greatest atrocity-gassing to 
death 5000 of his own Kurdish 
minority, was O.K. when he 
was fighting, with U.S 
support, Iran 

We hear that Iraqi troops are 
being forced by Saddam to 
fight this war. Then why are 
mass demonstrations across 
the Arab world - some as far as 
the Philiphines - being staged 
in his support? Even by those 
who condemned the original 
invasion of Kuwait?) ~ 

| believe there is something 
we are overlooking. When 


Israel occupied the West Bank, 
it was condemned by the U.N. 


but nothing was done about it. 
When Saddam invades Kuwait, 
then a half a million troops are~ 
deployed to push him out. Why 
is invading a country O.K. in 
one instance, but illegal in 
another. Our hypocrisy is obvi- 
ously not lost on the Arabs. 

Joe Clark says sanctions 
probably would not work. Yet 
no less than the head of the 
C.LA. William Webster, testi- 
fied on December 8 that sanc- 
tions were 97° effective and 
that within 6-9 months Iraq's 
economy would’ likely be 
sa aon 

We do not hear that up to7 1/2 
million Sudanese may starve 
to death because of this war. 
Food aid cannot reach these 
starving people ‘because of 
military activity in the Red 
Sea. If just one civilian per 
bombing raid is -killed, then 
already 30,000 civilians have 
died and the war has only just 
begun. Unlike trade sanctions, 
war, once started, quickly 
becomes unpredictable. 

Historians in the future will 
look back at Canada shaking 
their heads. While we are 
fighting George Bush's war, 
our own country is coming 
apart. Quebec (only 20% of 
whom support this war) will 
probably have an indepen- 
dance referendum by the end 
of next year.

“The competition promises 


to be fierce,’ says Jill Keller of | 


Pedigree Dog Food. ‘‘Canada’s 
best mushers and dogs will be 
going head-to-head with the top 
teams from at least nine other 
countries. These champion- 
ships are especially important 
because they will help to draw 
attention to the sport, which is 
currently seeking Olympic 
status. 


“In fact, sled dog racing 
may be demonstrated at the 
1994 Winter Olympics tn 
Norway and many of Canada’s 
competitors are already gear- 
ing up for this possibility.” 

Preparation for sled dog 
racing is rigorous and most 
competitors follow a year- 
round training schedule. Top 
teams can reach speeds of up 
to 18 miles an hour and indivi- 


dually, Alaskan Huskies and 
Malamutes--two dogs favored 
for their racing skills—-can run 
as fast as 22 to 25 miles per 
hour. Typically, sled dogs are 
lean and muscular and have a 

rotective undercoat of fine 
air to shield them from the 
cold. Not surprisingly, these 
athletes must have strong 
hearts and lungs to keep up a 
fast pace. 

“Intelligence is also vital to 
a good sled dog,” Keller adds. 
“because the dogs are directed 
by voice commands alone and 
they must work together with 
the other dogs on their team 
Depending on the racing class. 
teams have between two and 16 
dogs, but sometimes can be 
even larger.”’ 

The human side of the team, 
commands the dogs from a 
standing position in a sled 
made from flexible wood, such 
as white ash. Contrary to popu- 
lar Belief ‘mush’ is never 


used as a command because it 


does not have a strong enough 
sound to signal the dogs

ae says he intends to 
work hard towards maintain- 
ing the reputation of Bennett’s 
Home Furnishings as a 
company that provides good, 
fast and reliable service to its 
customers. 

“I think you can say we have 
built our business on outstand- 
ing service and the ability to 
provide distinctive lines of 
medium to upper-class furni- 
ture,”’ he points out. ‘We have 
a large inventory ‘and we 
believe in offering an interest- 
ing variety of items.” 

3ennett also noted that one 
of the Campbellford firm's 
strongest suits is that it hand- 


_les its own transportation, 


ene free deliveries within a 
100-mile radius. 

‘*We make our share of sales 
as far away as Toronto and can 
return with new furniture to 
make the trip worthwhile,” he 
says. 

Adds ai pt “We're parti- 
cularly delighted with the 
amount of business we do with 
customers from Belleville and 
Peterborough. A lot of people 
from those cities treat a 
weekend shopping trip to 
Bennett's as a nice little family 
car outing.” 

The history of Bennett’s is 
both the history of a family and 
a family business. During 65 
years and three generations, 
Bennett's has been owned and 
operated by five members of 
the family—A. Dwight Sr., his 
sons Don and Bob; his grand- 
son Eric and now another 
grandson in Dwight. 

A. D. Bennett and his wife 
Flossie and sons Donald and 
James settled in to make 
Campbellford their lifelong 
home. Mary, Robert and Paul 
were born here. During .the 
first 10 years of the business, 
A. D. Bennett and Wilbert 
Dagliesh operated the business 
with the part-time help of 
William Webber and book- 


keeper Evelyn (Runciman) 
Bennett. 


Marshall Sills joined the 
staff in the arly 1930s and in 
1938 Leitha Davidson Sissley 
became a full-time book- 
keeper, remaining with the 
company for the next 41 years 
until her retirement in 1979. 
Leitha was not only a loyal 
employee to the firm but a 
very dear friend of the family, 
and has remained so for three 
generations of Bennetts. 

In 1954, 30 people and 10 
businesses were hit by fire. 
$250,000 damage was incurred 
in the block of Front Street 
south and Bridge Street east. 
In July of 1959 another fire 
destroyed the warehouse of 
Bennett’s. This resulted in the 
building of new facilities and 
over the next decade a renova- 
tion program for the main 
store. Following the ware- 
house fire of 1958, a new 
complex of 3,000 square feet 
for storage was erected on the 
south part of the property. 

In 1960 the first major reno- 
vation and expansion 
commenced with the acquisi- 
tion of the pool room on the 
north side of the store. The 
store frontage was thus 
doubled from 24 feet to 48 feet. 

During the late 1950s the 
business ws taken over by A. 
D.’s sons Don and Bob Bennett. 
They hired Bill Seguire in 1961. 
Bill is now the general mana- 
ger of the store and has proved 
to be a loyal and valuable 
employee. The partners of the 
A. D. Bennett Company—Don 
and Bob—were incorporated as 
a limited company in 1963. 

In 1965, Campbellford cele- 
brated old home week and in 
this same year Bennett's 
ambulance service was discon- 
tinued and the funeral business 
was sold to Weaver Funeral 
Home. Bob Bennett sold his 
share of the company to Don in 
order to join the Canadian Tire 
Corporation, purchasing a 
store in Sault Ste. Marie and 
then Sudbury where he and his 
wife Ann reside today. 

As the business continued to 
flourish, the staff grew and by 
1967 there were seven employ- 
ees, the newest being Byron 
Turner, who is now 
tronics and appliance buyer.

ture styles, an expansion or 
renovation has been necessary 
every seven or eight years. 


The next store expansion 
took place in 1975 when the old 
furniture factory at the rear, 
which had been used for stor- 
age above and a delivery area 
below, was rebuilt into a colo- 
nial furniture display downs- 
tairs. The showroom space 
gained in the old store was 
utilized for new line appliances 
for the first time. 


Dwight Bennett worked in 
the store as a teenager before 
launching his career in music.- 


In 1987, a major renovation 
took place when the carpet 
department was expanded to 
take over the entire southern 
portion of the building and the 
warehouse was moved to the 
old Bata building on Ranney 
Street. A new division of 
Bennett’s was’ opened in that 
building with an entrance off 
Doxsee St. The country clear- 
ance centre sells used and new 
furniture and carpet and vinyl 
flooring. 


The country clearance 
centre was expanded in 1989 
and most of Bennett’s wareh- 
ousing was moved to another 
location. At present the clear- 
ance centre is a thriving and 
feisty little sister to the main 
store on Front St. 

It’s a proud family history 
and one that Dwight Bennett 
now seeks to add a new and 
successful chapter.

Initially, the rider is just a

In this phase, equitation is 
learned resulting in the develp- 
ment of concentration and self- 
control. 


Special instructors 


All participants in this prog- 
ram must be referred by their 
doctors, who give specific 
instructions regarding the 
treatment of their patients. 
Instruction is varied to indivi- 
dual needs and there is a 
constant close liaison between 
the piel Saige dee board 
member Mrs. Doris Allen and 
the instructor. — 


The — specially-qualified 
instructors, Gayle Killoran 
and Laura Smith, are exper- 
ienced in the requirements of 
teaching methods of therapeu- 
tic riding and mounted exer- 
cise techniques. 


The rider has the assistance 
of volunteers at all times. The 
wheelchair is positioned on a 
special mounting ramp and the 
rider is assisted to mount. 
Usually one person leads the 
horse and two sidewalkers are 
on either side of the rider, who 
wears a canvas belt with hand- 
holds by means of which the 
sidewalkers can steady his 
balance if required. (Lessons 
are at both walk and trot, so 
the leader and sidewalkers get 
lots of exercise). 

Some riders are unable to sit 
up by themselves and require a 
backrider sitting behind them 
to hold them up. The backrider 
has to understand how to posi- 
tion the rider and when and 
how to correct their position; 
therefore, some special train-

A variety of tack is used (all 
purchased from donations) 
including English, Western 
and Australian. Those requir- 
ing backriders or those whose 
balance is very good use a 
sheepskin, held on by a lunge- 
ing surcingle, instead of a 
saddle so that they can really 
feel the motion of the horse and 
derive maximum benefit from 
if. 


In Norwood Fair parade 


Since many of the riders 
cound not handle the reins 
without ‘upsetiing the horse 
they were attached to the bit, 
the bridle is worn over a halter 
and the reins are attached to 
the halter. PARD would like to 
use lungeing cavassons for this 
purpose instead of halters but, 
so far, the budget has not 
allowed for this. 

Perhaps someone would like 
to donate a cavasson? 

Riders require no special 
equipment. PARD supplies all 
equipment (including safety 
helmets), horses, instruction, 
indoor arena and outdoor ring. 
Riders pay only a token fee of 
$5 per lesson, far below the 
actual cost.

Upon receiving your letter I 
contacted a Mr. Arnold Hall, 
Head of Regional Traffic 
Section, Ministry of Transpor- 
tation (MTO). Kingston, to see 
exactly what actions we could 
take fo get an. amber light 
installed at this dangerous 
intersection 

Mr. Hall was very sympathe- 
tic but offered no course of 
action for area residents 
saying that after reviewing the 
case on behalf of Huntingdon 
Township council the MTO 
found “no justification from a 
traffic point of view to install 
an amber light” 

“We have to look at it from a 
practical point of view rather 
than an emotional point of 
view” Hall added. “It is our 
feeling that the improvement 
to the signing will enhance the 
safe operation of the intersec- 
tion’. When I spoke to him 
about your letter and the acci- 
dent which claimed two young 
lives Mr. Hall sympathetically 
stated that “the person was 
local and knew the intersec- 
tion’.

Preamble: 


A quick look at some social 
factors usually associated with 
high rates of addictions shows 
that a link between physical 
disability and drug abuse is 


likely. Relative to the able- 
bodied population, physically 
disabled people are likely to 


have higher levels of unem- 
ployment and overty, 
reduced mobility and recrea- 
tion options, have been subject 
to various forms of abuse 
within their families, and 
experience social isolation 
Among persons disabled as a 
result of accidents, the link is 
more obvious. Often accidents 
occur while people are 


inebriated; the implication is 
that substance abuse problems 
will be an issue for many in 
rehabilitation.

More Abled Than Disabled

Alcohol and Drug Abuse g 


are: the high rate-of involve- 
ment of persons with disabili- 
ties with the medical profes- 
sion; their marginalized status 
within society; poor Co- 
ordination between the disabil- 
ity and addictions service 
aan and attitudinal 
phenomena within communi- 
ties of persons with disabili- 
ties. These factors contribute 
to the problem, either by 
heightening the risk of 
substance misuse or by inhibit- 
ing the entry of persons with 
disabilities into treatment 
systems. The presentation is 
concluded with a brief outline 
of some of the change action 
strategies which these risk 
factors, once identified, 
suggest. 


Risk factor: High involvement 
with the medical profession 


More is going on than a 
simple connection between 
physical complaints and their 
direct relief through medica- 
tion. Social factors are at play 
as well. 

Inappropriate prescribing 
appears to be problematic. 

any doctors are believed to 
view their patients’ disabilities 
as causally related to their 
health complaints, are aa 
cally unrelated to the disabili- 
ty, or are brought on by social 
stresses. The pre of 
medications to isabled 
pose is therefore believed to 

often unnecessary. 

Another relevant social 
factor is socialization of the 
practices. Those born with 
particular disabilities or those 
who acquire disabilities early 
in life will have been involved 
with the medical profession 
from an early age. Children’s 
consumption of prescription 
drugs may be due to their 
parents. wishes rather than 
their own, e.g. drugs for slob- 
bering. minor spasms, irregu- 
lar sleeping habits. Children 
For into a  drug-using 

ifestyle.

People living on society's 
margins will not have the usual 
incentives to seek help for drug ‘ 
abuse problems. For example, 
unemployed people have no 
job-related incentives to seek 
treatment; people without a 
driver’s license need not worry 
about mobility lost because of 
a DWI charge; the threat of 
family break-up does not loom 
large in a community where 
many adults are single. 

Another problem that comes 
living on society’s 
margins is being subject to the 
poorly-informed stereotypes 
and myths of the dominant 
able-bodied society. In this 
case, myths about. disabled 
persons can result in behavi- . 
our which enables their 
addictions. 

For example there may be a 
belief that disabled persons 
have had. life’s conventional 
rewards taken from them, and 
thus lead meaningless lives. 
Use of alcohol and drugs is 
seen as one of the few plea- 
sures which remains open to 
such people. 

Beyond this, able-bodied 
people are likely to have 
conflicting images of drug 
addicts and persons with disa- 
bilities. It may not be believed 
that physically disabled 
persons can access large quan- , 
tities of alcohol or drugs, or 
maintain the lifestyle of an 
addicted person. Thus there 
are reports of police not taking 
notice of inebriation when they 
catch people out late or violat- 
ing traffic laws, or else judges 
who do not include addiction 
treatment in sentencing.

$793 million for 
municipal roads 


Ontario — Transportation 
Minister Ed Philip has 
announced that Ontario munic- 
ipalities will receive $793.4 
million in municipal roads 
transfer payment;s in 1991. 

hese transfer payments 
represent a 5.5 per cent 
increase over 1990 
allocation. 

“The pare of this money 
is to help municipalities build 
and maintain their roads,” 
said Philip. ‘It helps strength- 
en municipal road systems, 
and supports regional econom- 
ic and social development. 

“The current economic 
climate has put tremendous 
pressure on the provincial 
treasury,” he said. ‘The fund- 
ing increase in municipal road 
allocations will help create 
jobs in Ontario.” 

Individual municipalities 
will receive details over the 
next little while of initial allo- 
cations totalling $626 million. 
The balance of the funding will 
be distributed over the next 
two months.

Game farming not new, 
but becoming big

Glenn Varty is serious about 
his business. ee 

His business is deer farming 
and it doesn’t take long to 
realize that he will do virtually 
anything to maintain the 
quality of his stock. 

For one thing, there are the 
hound dogs posted around the 
farmyard near the entrance to 
the 20-acre area where the deer 
are kept, about four miles north 
of Highway 7 on the Belmont 
Township Second Line road. _ 

The dogs greet visitors with a 
cacaphony of barking, yelping 
and other cariine expressions of

“I put the dogs out \there 
because a lot of people were 
coming onto the property to see 
the deer,’’ said Varty, an 
imposing man well over six feet 
tall, with an explosive laugh 
and an almost unnerving 
intensity, especially when he’s 
talking shop. ‘They think I’m 
running a zoo or something, 
and they’ll att to feed the deer 
apples and other food. Can you 
imagine how easily a deer 
could choke on a_ small 
apple?”’

because ‘‘someone (who) 
presumes to know as much as 
you, and really knows nothing, 
and is allowed to write the 
garbage you did ...1 have no 
wish to be even remotely 
connected with.”

Although this, reporter was 
born and raised in the city and 
only ever visited farms on 
school excursions, she found 
her curiosity piqued when 
Dave Burnside brought up the 
subjects of government bull 


testing and a breed of cattle cal- 


led Maine-Anjou. 

_ Mr. Burnside estimates that 
there are maybe ‘‘half a dozen 
purebred herds in the (Has- 
tings) County”’. 

Dave Burnside, his wife 
Wanda, and their three child- 
ren Blayne, Ryan and Megan, 
got into the Maine-Anjou line 
approximately 5 years ago. 
Maine-Anjou originated in 
France and are across between 
Mancelle of France and Beef 
Durham of Britain. 

They were introduced to 
Canada in 1969 and are noted 
for their docility and ability to 
gain weight dramatically in 
comparison to feed intake 
(hig feed conversion) 
evidenced in the government’s 
bull test evaluation centres 
across Ontario and Canada. 


What intrigued this reporter . 


was the government’s bull tes- 
ting program. To date, the 
Burnside family has enrolled 
two of their Maine-Anjou’s into 
this program. The first 
Maine-Anjou bull they entered 
into the program averaged a 


rate of gain of 4.69 pounds per 


week. The second bull, which 
pring 4 resides at the test 
station, has been recorded at 
4.8 pounds per week. Dave 
Burnside says that this record 
(4:8 pounds) is the best showing 
out of the all of the bulls at the 
test station. 


In test stations bulls are sub- 
jected to standardized rations 
of feed and compatible envir- ~ 
onments. They start a 140 day 
test at 5 to7 months of age. Any 
beef breeds meeting desig- 
nated weight requirements are 
acceptable or testing. 
Throughout the test period 
owners are advised of rate of 

ain of all bulls being tested. 

mers at about 1 year of age 
bulls finish the test process and 
are indexed by EPD (Expected 
Progeny Difference). This 
means - the individual bull’s 
expected ability to pass on 
desirable gaining traits to his 
offspring. 
en speaking about the bull 
testing programs Dave says 
they can be good and bad. He 
explains saying that if one of 
our bulls doesn’t show well at 
he test stations it could prove 
detrimental to your business. 

Dave and his family are 
esti Bev aat chance however, 
and they plan on enrolling 
many more of their Maine- 
Anjou’s into the government’s 
bull testing program.

The problem of over- 
specialization is serious, says 
an animal genetics scientist, 
Dr. R. Crawtord of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan. 

“Canada cannot afford to be 
complacent with regard to its 
_animal genetic resources,” 
Crawford warns. : j 

Crawford fears many beef 
cattle, poultry and other 
sdomestic species are in 


danger. Through cross- 
breeding the original species, 
breeders have created very 


specialized animal strains 
such as the Holstein, but Craw- 
ford fears this practice will 
leave us with a handful of new 
breeds, as the original breeds 
die off. 

“There is an urgent need for 
Canadians to undertake 
conservation action as both 
short and long-term insurance 
against changing needs,” 
Crawford says.

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Beef production touted 
environmentally friendly 


Cattle and beef have been 
much matigned ately, and 
haven't deserved the 
reputation some people have 
tried to give them, says an 
Alberta Agriculture spcialist. 

“People who aren’t fully 
familiar with how beef is 
roduced and who haven't 
ooked at all of the issues which 
must be considered when 
assessing the impact of beef 
roduction on the environment, 
ave made statements founded 
on partial truths,’’ says ‘Ross 
Gould of Alberta’s cattle and 
sheep branch. These partial 
truths have included: beef 
productions is an inefficient use 
of resources because the 
amount of feed needed per 
pound of carcass beef; beef 
roductions is immoral 
ecause their feed would be 
better used to feed a starving 
world; and beef production 
should be limited because cows 
produce methane, a 
greenhouse gas that changes 
our climate. 

‘“‘When each of these 
statements are considered 
together with other important 
environmental issues and all 
the facts about beef production, 


the conclusion is quite 
different,’’ he says. 
Beef production, like all 


human activity, says Gould, 
does have an impact on the 
environment. "Negative 
aspects, such as methane 
production have been 


overblown. Methane from beef 
cattle does contribute in a very 
small way to the greenhouse 
gases. But it’s just one source 
and-not a major source. The 
North American’ cattle 
population contributes less 
than 0.2 percent of greenhouse 
gases in the atmosphere. Far 
more critical is burning of plant 
and fossil fuels.”’ 

Other sources of methane 
include rice paddies, swamps 
and muskeg. Termites and 

/ other wood digesting insects 
are a major source of methane 
in the environment if from 
garbage disposal at landfill 
sites. 

At the same time, beef 
production’s positive role in 
sustainable agriculture has 
been overlooked, he says. Crop 
rotation systems with grasses 
and legumes are one effective 
way of preventing soil erosion 
and increasing soil organic 
matter. 

‘Beef cattle and other 
ruminants make an important 
contribution to conserving and 
improving our world resources 
by converting grasses and 
legumes from crop rotations 
into a productive crop. 

“Without the income from 
these ‘Grass Convertors” 
most farmers wouldn’t be able 
to afford the cost of crop 
rotation systems. This is one 
reason forage rotations got left 
out of cash crop farming during 
the 1970’s and early 1980's

when returns from beet 
production were very low,”’ he 
says. 

The grass convertor cow also 
makes more of Alberta's 
occupied farm land capable of 
food production. About half 
(23.7. million. ,acres)’ of 
Alberta's farm land is in 
range, acon and hay. 
‘Most of this land wouldn't 
produce food without a 
ruminant animal: to consume 
the grass,”’ says Gould. . 

Cattle and other rurhinants 
are different than other meat 
animals because most of their 
feed-grass, en ee and straw-are 
types of plan 
non-ruminants, — including 
humans, can’t digest. This 
limits the amount of grain 
necessary in beef production. 

‘While it’s true the beef 
production system can take a 
total of 12 Ibs. of feed per pound 


of live beef, the typical finished 


beef animal in the system will 
only have consumed 2.2 Ibs. of 
that feed as grain. This is 


because the cow that produced , 


the calf will eat very little grain 


and the typical finished steer or *: 


heifer will be on a high grain 
diet for about three and a half 
months of it’s 16-month life,” 
he says. 


In terms of feed 
consumption, the steer would 


material . 


have consumed 6.3 Ibs. of grain - 


per pound of edible meat, a pig

This means 
that for every dollar worth of 
production, it costs, on the 
average, 62 cents to cover all 
costs including ‘interest; 
leaving the remaining 38 cents 
for management, savings and

Each year, studies show a 
wide range in costs varying 
anywhere from less than 90 


cents on the dollar to 80 or 90 


cents, or possibly more. Why 
this range? There can be many 
reasons including high feed 
costs, low production, high 
machinery costs, etc., or any 
combination. 


A small change in cost 
control can have a dramatic 


effect on the profitability of an 
operation and often means the 
difference between struggling 
and prospering. For instance, 
reducing costs by ten cents per 
dollar of production would 
mean inereasing the net farm 
income of the average 
dairyman in the 1989 Dairy 


Analysis Study by

Controlling costs on the farm 


This project_lumps similar 
types of farm enterprises 
together to determine averages 
for a number of production and 
efficiency factors. 


Dairy farmers get a detailed 
print out indicating their return 
and costs on a per unit basis, 
i.e., per head or per hectolitre 
of milk production. They can 
then compare their own

wage, James said that “if we 
are to survive, we have to 
export, and if our fuel, labor 
and social costs continue to be 
increased way beyond what our 
American counterparts are 
paying, then consumers will 
continue to flock to border 
points to buy their groceries 
and we will be driven from our 
farms and from our jobs.”’ 

He pointed out that the num- 
ber of vegetable processing 
plants in Ontario is rapidly 
declining, noting that nine 
firms have closed their doors in 
the past 16 months, putting 
more than 1,650 people out of 
work. 

James said that one small 
processor was being forced to 
upgrade his plant to meet new 
environmental standards but 
was losing his market because

not have or do not enforce 
environmental regulations. 
“Today it costs more for 
tipping one ton of household 
garbage than a grower gets for 
one ton of sweet corn,”’ he 
said. -‘'This 
economic sense to

Speaking on a personal level, 
James disclosed his own 
experience with Ontario's 
environmental laws--that he 
and Produce Processors were 
recently fined $9,400 for having 
built and operated a waste 
water system at its plant in 
Murray Township without a 
certificate of approval from the 
Ministry of the Environment. 
Additional charges of pollution 
are to be heard in court against 
James, his brother (the plant 
manager) and the company. 


James said the 
co-operative’s growers and 
lant employees appreciated 
is assistance in having the 
company’s application for a 
certificate of approval 
Bastin forward” so approval 
could be obtained. M has 
recommended a number of 
design changes to bring the 
waste water system up to 
acceptable standards. 


Buchanan told the gathering 
the provincial government is 
making plans to assist farmers 
in securing financial stablity, 
rather than rely on ad hoc 
programs which have been 
used in the past without 
success. 

The Minister of Agriculture 
said plans called to spend 
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money to educate consumers to 
understand and appreciate the 
costs involved in food 
production. 


‘‘Perhaps then consumers 
will be willing to pay a decent 
price for commodities,” he 
noted. 


He pointed out that the future 
of agriculture was in the hands 
of the consumers but that his 
government bel ves very 
strongly in a sense of social 
justice for farmers, saying they 
deserve to receive a fair return 
for the work they perform. 


While the government is 
committed to protecting the 
environment, Buchanan 
‘promised close consultation 
and better communications 
with the farming community to 
ensure a greater 


understanding between both 
groups. 
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Farmer co-operatives offer lessons 


The way farmers’ 
co-operatives work offer 
lessons to rural communities in 
difficult economic times, says 
Elmer Buchenan, Minister of 
Agriculture and Food. 

‘Co-operatives, pool a lot of 
talent and ingenuity for when 
the times are tough,” he told 
the Eastern Ontario Vegetable 
Growers’ Association. ‘‘Run 
by farmers for farmers, a co-op 
tends to keep most members 
pe rds motivated to run an 
efficient business.” 

Buchanan said co-ops are self 
reliant and ‘‘they respond to the 


needs of individual members 
and the proceeds of the co-op go 
right back into the farmers’ 
pockets. And I like the way 
they're run--one person gets 
one vote.” 

The Minister said that rural 
community development is a 
high priority with 
government. "‘We want to, 
and we must, rejuvenate rural 
communities to ensure that 
farmers and rural residents 
enjoy the same services and 
standard of living as those 
living in urban centres,” 
Buchanan stated. 


Wrapped bales 
hold nutrients 


Large round bales stored 
unprotected outside lose feed 
value. But how much 
protection does _ plastic 
wrepeie provide? 

To find out, Doug Gainforth 
co-operated with the Ontario 
Ag. Ministry in testing feed 
value of hay shortly after it was 
harvested in 1988, and again 
after it had sat outside for 13 
months in a round bale 
wrapped by the Bale Eze 
wrapping machine, which 
Gainforth designed. 

This device leaves bale ends 
exposed to the weather. The 
test bale was stored on its side 
with the plastic-covered 
surface touching the ground. 
Nutrient loss was. quite low 
over the 13 month period. 


_ Comparisons are tabulated 


below. More tests are being 
done this winter. 


He can show figures to 
establish the economics of the 
system too. With hay at 80 
dollars a ton and handling 276 
tons a year, a farmer gets a fast 
payback. In a five-by-five bale, 
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spoilage of 25 percent would 
represent a cash loss of 5500 
dollars. 

By contrast, materials for 
the Bale-Eze would cost 830 
dollars for the year - a 
‘‘Paycheck’’ of more than 
4,670 dollars. At a suggested 
retail price 3,250 dollars for the 
unit, and the life of the machine 
estimated at ten years; those 
figures add up pretty fast. 

“You've got to watch a 
couple of things,’’ says 
Gainforth. ‘‘This is for dry 
hay and straw. You should 
leave it in the field for two days 


toa week, lelitcure abit, before . 


you wrap. Also, I tell people to 
take the bale to where it’s 
being stored, and wrap it 
there.”’ 

Working on his own, says 
Gainforth, he can wrap aout 30 
bales an hour; with an 


‘assistant, he could do 45 to 50. 


The overall cost per ton for 
storage is almost the same as 
the cheapest sheet-plastic 
covering, and it stands up a 
great deal better to 
weathering. 
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“That means consulting 
locally, asking the best ways to 
unlock labor, capital know- 
ledge and the co-operative 
spirit of rural communities for 
their development,”’ he said. 


“A ministry committee is 
examining options for rural 
development. I’m looking for- 
ward to their proposals for 
action in the near future.” 


The Minister said he had 
recently created a:new unit, 
“innovation agriculture,”’ 
made up of specialists in 
business planning, field marke- 
ting, production agrology and 
market exploration. 


“This unit will be looking at 


diversification, and at innova- 
tion and entrepreneurship in 
agriculture and food proces- 
sing,’’ Buchanan said. “‘I 
believe this initiative will help 
open doors to a more prosper- 
ous future in agriculture.”

costs key factor 


By D.F. Young, Agricultural 
Representative : 
One of the major costs of 
operating a modern farm is the 
urchasé and maintenance of 
arm machinery. Machinery 
costs fall in two categories - the 
purchase or capital costs which 
is generally depreciated over a 


number of Years, and the 


operational costs, repairs, fuel, 
etc. Both the investment costs 
and operational costs have 
increased over the years at a 
faster rate than most other 
farm costs. 

Machinery has’ a. strong 
appeal to many farmers as a 
substitute for labour. It is one of 
the major reasons that one 
farmer can now feed approxi- 
mately 120 consumers as 
opposed to 25, 50 years ago. 
Farmers do have to be concer- 
ned that their machinery costs 
are kept in line with the effi- 
ciehcies generated by the use of 
more expensive, Sophisticated 
equipment. 

if machinery costs outrun 
efficiency gains, machinery 
then becomes a liability. While 
some assets, notably land, tend 
to increase in value over time, 
most equipment does not - it 
either becomes obsolete or 
wears out. The optimum 
amount to invest in machinery 
and equipment will vary on 
each farm depending on 
volume of business, farmer's 
ability to repair and maintain 
equipment, availability of 
custom operators, etc. 


Over the years, studies 
indicate that the average 
modern farm has 


a eben 15 to 18 percent 
of their total assets tied up in 
machinery and equipment. 
Studies also show that

machinery and equipment 
costs generally run around 15 to 
18 percent of the total farm 
costs. The 1989 Farm 
Management Analysis Project 
shows the average dairyman 
has an_ investment |in 
machinery and equipment of 
$110,000 to $130,000 -— 
approximately 15 percent of 
their total farm assets. Cash 
crop operators averaged 
approximately the same 
amount invested, but this 
constituted around 25 percent 
of their total farm assets. 
Analysts often look at the 
total field machinery invest- 
ment per tillable acre as a 
measure of efficiency. Again, 
referring to the 1989 Farm 
Management Analysis Project, 
the average dairy operation 
had approximately $460 
machinery investment per til- 
lable acre. 


Cash croppers tended to have 
less invested at approximately 
$240 per tillable acre. 


Machinery costs per acre - fuel, 
oil and repairs - is another 
measure of efficiency. Here . 
again, dairymen tended to have 
higher costs at approximately 
$35 per tillable acre as opposed 
to $30 for cash crop operators. 

Much higher figures might 
indicate that ..e machinery 
line was outdated, worn out, or 
that the operator was careless 
with his equipment. There are, 
of course, many reasons why 
machinery investment and 
costs might vary from farm to 
farm. 

However, as a rule of thumb, 
most well-balanced operations 
will have less than 20 percent of 
their assets in the form of 
machinery and equipment 


representing less than $400 as 
tillable acre. It is easy for 
farmers’ to  over-extend 
themselves in the machinery 


line because most like 
equipment and there is always 
a ready salesman. 


Decisions regarding the pur- 
chase of new equipment or 
machinery should be st, i 
very carefully. Remember - 
machinery is a relatively non- ~ 
productive resource as com- 
pared to livestock, crops, etc., 
on most farms. 


Cropping recommendations - 


Two booklets which farmers 
should be familiar with in 
making plans for the coming 
cropping season are the 
‘‘Guide to Chemical Weed 
Control”, Publication. 75, and 
the ““Field Crop Recommen- 
dations’, Publication 296. The 
Guide to Chemical Weed Con- 
trol lists the chemicals which 
are federally registered and 
reviewed by the Ontario Weed 
Committee, the Ontario Pesti- 
cide Advisory Committee, and 
classified by the Ministry of 
Environment. 

The publication includes 
those chemicals which are 
recommended for various 
crops under conditions as 
indicated. As always, users 
should read the container label 
carefully and apply the 
chemicals as recommended. 
The Field Crop 
Recommendation . booklet 
includes those field crop 
‘yarieties which have been 
tested and | meet the 
requirements of the committee 


consisting of industry 
personnel, research and 
government. 


Game farming not new, 
but becoming big’

Human carriers and other 
animal carriers are more likely 
to blame in the outbreak of 
Bovine T.B. than shoddy 
game-farming practices, 
Varty maintains. 


He says the fact that he’s 
never had a problem with 
disease in his herd is proof that, 
as with anything else, proper 
care and common sense will 
stave off problems. He points to 
the fact that, in the last three 
years, he’s never lost one 
fawn. 

Getting big 

Varty says this kind of 
success is possible with 
game-farming, with proper 
care, but not with other types of 
breedifig animals like cattle. 


“If I had 50 cows, I'd never 
have fifty calves,”’ he said. 
“I'd always havea loss. Not so 
with game. And even if you lose 
one or two, youre still ahead 
because you can get so much 
for one fawn.” 

“This is one of the reasons he 
says game-farming is becom- 
ing very popular around the 
world, no less so in a. 

‘‘They’re getting thick,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘Oh God yes, se 


- 


Out in the Western provinces, 
they’re pence elk like 
they’re going out of style.”’ 

Varty attributes the loss of 
much of the game population in 
Europe due ‘vo radiation 
contamination from Chernobyl 
as significant in the explosion 
of game farms in North 
America. 

‘The Chernobyl explosion 
skyrocketed this,’’ he said. 
“Some ripen sighs were 
wiped out completely.” © 

Resides the reduntion in 
European competition, rising 
health concerns are also 
creating a market for venison, 
says Varty. ‘‘There’s less 
cholesterol in deer meat (than 
beef or other meats),”’ he said. 

To meet the rising demands, 
Varty himself plans to expand 


- his herd, and in the next four 


years, he hopes to have about 
100 breeding does. 


And despite the increasing 
competition, Varty is not wor- 
ried that smaller farmers like 
himself may be in trouble. 
Quite the opposite. ‘I’m not 
afraid of the competition,” he 
stated. ‘‘None whatsoever. The 
market is there to accomodate

Quackgrass seen as big © 
threat to forage crops — 


Increasingly, growers of 
forage crops throughout 
Ontario and Quebec see the 
threat of quackgrass spreading 
rapidly. 

‘In fact,’’ says Monsanto 
weed specialist Brian Legas- 
sicke, ‘‘quackgrass is the for- 
age grower’s single worse weed 
problem, resulting in lower 
yields and quality.” : 

Citing a March 1987 report on 
Quackgrass sponsored by the 
Quackgrass Action Committee 
-(a committee of government 
and industry researchers), 
Legassicke points out that 
quackgrass is the most trouble- 
some perennial weed in 
Ontario. ‘‘And in Quebec, 
where nearly 70 per cent of all 
cropland is devoted to forages, 
over 75 per cent of that cro- 
pland is infested with quack- 
grass.”’ 

Lowering the nutritive value 
of harvested forages may be 
the most serious problem 
caused by quackgrass, he 
suggests. This is of particular 
concern to dairy farmers and 
beef producers, he adds. 

Surprisingly, quackgrass is 
often underrated as a threat to 
forage crops. As a result, says 
Legassicke, farmers often wait 
too long before taking action.

®@ Comprehensive coverage for livestock, 


study in Quebec revealed even, 
a seven per cent infestation of 


quackgrass can reduce the 


crude protein content of an 
alfalfa stand by 11 per cent. A 47 
per cent infestation level will 
cause a 29 per cent protein 
loss,’ he declares. 


A PROLIFIC WEED 


Another reason quackgrass 
sei such a serious threat is 

ecause it is such a prolific 
weed, reproaneine both by 
seeds and its underground 
rhizome system. In a single 
season, one quackgrass plant 
can produce 450 feet of new 
rhizome growth, sending up 200 
new shoots. 


The referred option, 
Legassicke suggests, is to 
tackle the problem with 
herbicides. But here, too, he 
sounds a note of caution. 


‘Fighting quackgrass in 
corn with altrazine severely 
limits cropping options. Forage 
farmers often grow other crops 
as well and most rotate their 
fields every three to five years. 
Altrazine residues at the rates 
needed for quackgrass control, 
in effect, lock farmers into 
corn.”’ 


Legassicke points out 
another recent studywhich 
shows that even low levels of 
altrazine carryover, often 
thought to be safe, can cause 
stand reduction and yield loss 
in alfalfa. For example a 0.04 
parts per million (0.08 Ibs/acre) 
residue was responsible for 
yield losses of up to 39 per cent 
at the first cut and up to 62 per 
cent at the second cut. 


However, says Legassicke, 
Ontario and Quebec forage 
growers are increasingly 
turning to Roundup herbicide, 
‘since it not only provides 
superior quackgrass control, 
but has no residual soil activity. 


This means almost any crop 
can be sown within a few a 
following an application of the 
herbicide.” 


Roundup, he explains, is a 
non-selective translocating 
herbicide. Applied 
actively growing weed, it is 
absorbed by the leaves and 
moves through the plant into its 
underground roots and 
rhizomes, effectively 
destroying both above and 
below ground growth and 
preventing regrowth. 


PROVIDES CONTROL |, 


Studies by a number of © 


agricultural colleges as well as 
Monsanto field trials have 
shown that a single Roundup 
application at a one litre per 
acre rate will provide 90 per 
cent or better quackgrass 
control in the first year, says 
Legassicke. ; 


For treatment before or after 
forage crops, quackgrass 
should be at the three to four 
leaf stage and 20 cm high before 


spray. he advises. Tillage - 
should then be performed five - 


days after application. This 
gives the herbicide enough 
time to complete translocation 
through the weed. 


In the fall, he adds, the 
herbicide can be applied even 
after several frosts, provided it 
is still at least 60 per cent green 
and actively growing. With this 
in mind, Roundup can usually 
be applied up to the latter part 
of October. 


With the right herbicide 


program, Legassicke 
concludes, quackgrass can 
brought under ‘control, 


eliminating a major problem 


for forage growers in Ontario 


and Quebec.
